CULTURE  CLUB 


ARTICLE    I — NAME

CULTURE  CLUB 


ARTICLE  I— NAME 
This  Organization  shall  be  called  General  Culture  Club.

BY-LAWS 

i  Section  1.  The  Club  shall  hold  its  meetings  every  alter- 
|nate  Thursday  afternoon  from  2.30  to  4.30  o'clock. 

Sec.  2.  The  election  of  officers  shall  be  held  on  the 
rst  meeing  in  May,  each  year. 

Sec.  3.  The  nomination  of  officers  shall  be  made  on 
the  afternoon  of  the  election.  The  nominations  for  each 
office  shall  be  immediately  succeeded  by  the  election  of 
the  same,  and  before  the  nominations  and  election  of  the 
next  officer.  If  there  is  but  one  candidate,  the  Club  may, 
by  motion,  authorize  the  Secretary  to  cast  the  vote  of  the 
Club  for  the  nominee. 

Sec.  4.  The  officers  shall  be  elected  by  ballot;  a  ma- 
jority of  all  votes  cast  shall  be  necessary  to  constitute  a 
choice.

Said  duties  being  leadership  for  the 
lesson,  or  the  preparation  of  a  paper.  A  paper  must  be 
presented  not  later  than  the  next  meeting  after  t"he  one  for 
which  it  is  appointed.
